War Economy Bulletin 


Certain dates in March are im- 
portant to every one in Northfield 
and these dates are: 

March 1—Canned Foods, point 
rationing begins. War Ration Book 
2 required, Blue stamps A, B and 
C, totaling 48 points, good through 
March. Red stamps — for meats 
—to be used later. 

March 15—Sugar, ration stamp 
11 (Book 1) expires. Sugar ra- 
tion stamp No. 12 good for 6 
pounds through May 23. 

March 21—Coffee, ration stamp 
No. 25 good for one pound through 
this date, : 

March 21—Gasoline, No. 4 
coupons in A book expire. . 

March 381—Tires, inspection 
deadline for holders of Book “A” 
is March 31. 

March 13—Fuel Oil, No. 5 cou- 
pon becomes good for 10 gallons. 

April 12—Fuel oil coupon No. 
4 for 8 gallons expires. 

June 15—Shoe coupon No. 17 
in Book 1 expires, 

The local Rationing board hours 
are Monday, Tuesday and Wed= 
nesday from 8 a. m. to 5 p. m. On 
Thursdays, frmo 8 a, m. to 12 
noon; and from 7 to 11 p.m. On 
Fridays, the office though in op- 
eration, is clo:ed to the public. No 
hours are maintained on Satur- 
day. 

Coffee rations will be liberalized 
moderately March 22, when the 
new coffee stamp No. 26 becomes 
valid. 

The government plans to ration 
meats, butter, margarine, cheese 
lard and other cooking fats and 
oils under a single set of coupons 
in ration book No, 2. 

OPA Administrator Brown pre- 
dicts that the ban on pleasure 
driving by East Coast motorists 
might be eliminated by March 22, 
the date when new gasoline ration 
coupons go into effect. In the 
meantime he ordered an end to 
police enforcement of the ban, 
putting it on the basis of an hon- 
or system, 

If you want to have your smooth 
tires recapped you do not need a 
certificate. Consult your garage 
dealer. 

On bicycles the restrictions are 
mcdified for war and farm work- 
ers, but you had better consult 
your Rationing board for informa- 
tion. 

All persons who receive their 
gasoline ration books for a desig- 
nated period must make their cou- 
pons serve for the entire period. 
No additional coupons will be is- 
sued. j 

All applications for hew ration 
books must be left with the board 
for a week hefore action is taken 
and decision made,

Co-worker With Moody 
Frequent Visitor Here 


George C. Stebbins, composer 
of hundreds of gospel songs, the 
sole survivor of the Moody and 
Sankey evangelistic groups, and 
a frequent sojourner in Northfield, 
observed his 97th birthday recent- 
ly at his home in Catskill, N. Y. 

Seated at his piano, an instru- 
ment he had never seen until he 
was sixteen years of age, Mr. 
Stebbins posed for his picture for 
friends on his recent birthday ob- 
servance. In the Methodist church 
of Catskill, on the Sunday, there 
was a special service in his honor 
and only his music was heard and 
his hymns sung. Among the hymn 
tunes which he composed are 
“True Hearted, Whole Hearted”: 
“My Jesus I Love Thee”; “There 
Iz a Green Hill Far Away”; ‘I’ve 
Found a Friend”; “Evening Pray- 
er,” and others well known. In 
the last decade of the century, M.r 
Stebbins was a familiar figure 
around Northfield, coming fre- 
quently for meetings with Mr. 
Moody and to be present at the 
Conferences. Many of his hymns 
were sung for the first time at the 
summer gatherings at Northfield. 

Today loving hands are caring 
for him in his home in the Hud- 
son River valley. He lives over 
and over again the experiences 
of the past and keeps in touch 
with all his former friends and 
interests. He receives the North- 
field Press and from the pages, 
are read to him the many happen- 
ings at Mount Hermon, of the 
events taking place at the Semi- 
nary, and the chronicles of a score 
of friends, whose friendship he 
frequently recalls. 

Northfield well remembers 
George C. Stebbins, his generation 
ig passing, but the young folks 
have received his benediction and 
they will continue to sing his 
hymns and leave them to a future 
generation still unborn. 

Northfield greets Mr. Stebbins 
on his 97th birthday.
